MINNIE LEE WHITE 
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This week were going to 
visit with a very special lady - 
a lady who has the distinction 
of being the oldest resident 
living in the nursing home. 
That honor belongs to Mfrs. 


Minnie Lee White, who is 95 
years old, and has a birthday 

‘just around the corner,"’ 
(June 21), when she will be a 


**yvoung”’ 96 years old 

We wonder - are there any 
citizens living in Elba as old, 
or older than, Miss Minnie? 
Let us know; we'd like to 
acknowledge you and salute 
you upon your longevity. 


Miss Minnie is a veritable 
fount of information, with a 
memory a person 1/3 her age 
would envy! If you're inter- 
ested in hearing about an early 
Elba, and The Flood, just stop 
by and chat with her, and she 
can sure tell you some interest- 
ing tales. We had a nice long 
visit with her, and thoroughly 
enjoyed it; and maybe one of 
these days, we'll visit her 
again in these pages and let 
her reminisce about .the flood 
for all of us too young to 
remember it. Her hearing 
might be a bit impaired, but 

there's nothing wrong with 
her memory 


Miss Minnie was born in 
June, 1883, to Ida Reynolds 
Lee and John Lee. She had 
nine brothers and sisters, all of 
whom are now deceased. The 
brothers and sisters were: 
Lula (Big Sister™’) Macon 
(Mac), Ruth. Alva. Vallie, Pay- 
ton (Pate), Ida. Charles Steven 
(Ped), and Josie 

Mr. Ped's daughter and 
family live in Elba; she is 
Mrs. Coston (Mildred) Pearce, 
and she visits Miss Minnie 
regularly, and takes her home 
with her to eat Sunday dinner, 
which is usually fried chicken 
with all the trimmings - (at 
Miss Minnie’s request),as fried 
chicken is her VERY favorite 
food. along with all fresh 
vegetables. with the exception 
of squash and rutabega. She 


dislikes beef. she said, ‘‘in any 
shape, form or fashion.” 

To get back to Miss 
Minnie's childhood - - she 


said. “‘No. we (all the 10 
hildren) never had any fights 
or fusses We all loved one 
another Mama had a good 
family - we were very close. 

Mama was a good woman,” 
when asked if all these child- 
ren ever quarrelled. She 
doesn't remember her father 
very well. for he died when the 
last four or fived children were 
quite small. She said he was 
wounded in the War Between 
the States. and was in poor 
héalth. Mrs. Lee and the 
small children left at home 
moved to Greenville to be with 
Lula and her husband, so they 
could help care for them. Mr. 
Lee died in Greenville and was 
buried there. as way back then 
there was no way to get his 
body back to Elba for burial.

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(Lula died and was buried in 
Greenville, also.) The family 
remained in Greenville for sev- 
eral years, and returned to 
Elba where they made their 
home in a log cabin. 

Mrs. Reynolds’ father (Miss 
Minnie’s maternal grandfather) 
was a Probate Judge in Macon 
County, Georgia, and he gave 
his daughter 500 acres of land 
here in Elba, which now hap- 
pens to be the section of town 
known as Brookdale, and this 
was where they lived in the log 
cabin 


Miss Minnie married Will 
White in March of 1910. He 
was born January 2, 1881 in 
Elba, and lived in Coffee 
County until his death in 1965S. 
They had no children. 


We got an unusual answer 
when we asked about her 
church denomination. She said 
she is a Methodist, and is a 
member of the Elba United 
Methodist Church, but that 
Mr. Will was a Baptist. 
quote her here: ‘‘I was born 
and raised a Methodist - don’t 
know anything else. When we 
got married, he said, ‘What 
are we going to do about our 
church?’ | said, ot don't 
know,” and he said, ‘Suppose 
we go to your church one 
Sunday and mine the next?’ \1 
said, ‘Alright,’ and that is 
what we did."" 


Sefore the flood, she and 
her husband and Ruth owned a 
store together, located between 
where Whitman Drugs and 
Vaughan Hardware ate now, 
and it was called White and 
Company. 


She said they sold every- 
thing ready-to-wear. drv 
goods, shoes - you name it, 
they sold-it! They did not 
rebuild after the flood. She 
said there was not a thing left - 
it was just as clean and bare. 
The safe and adding machine 
were washed to the back of the 
store which was brick, and the 
brick fell on them and stopped 
them -- “all we had left was 
the money in the safe and the 
bank™ 


"'My sister had just come

home from the hospital, and I 
carried her to the courthouse, 
and then went bsck to the 
store to help Will put every- 
thing up on the top shelves 
and counters, and he told me 
I'd betten go to the courthouse 
with my sister; and by that 
time, water was already run- 
ning through the store. My 
feet were getting wet, so I 
went back and got a pair of 
those old cheap cotton stock- 
ings to put on and left all those 
7S-cent and $1.50 silk stockings 
in the store, and the flood just 
ruined everyone of them. I've 
always wished I had just gone 
ahead and got those nice silk 
stockings, but we never dream- 
ed of the damage the flood 
would do!"* 


‘The funniest thing - you 
know we didn’t have electric 
heat - we burned coal and 
and we had a little 
house out behind our house on 
West Buford, where we kept 
our wood and coal. When the 
flood came, all our wood and 
coal just floated away. We 
kept a cow and Will kept a 
lantern hanging at the door on 
a nail of the wood house to 
check on her and feed her 
every evening. The lantern on 
the door was left, but the 
house itself washed away." 


‘It washed our house out 
into the middle of the street, 
and we moved it back to the 
same spot and straightened it 
and lived there almost a year. 
Will had a little farm out in the 
country, up toward Victoria, 
and we moved there and he 
farmed the land; we lived thet 
until his death."’ 


**We had a lot of chickens 
and some eggs were on top of 
the Frigidaire, and it was 
washed into the fireplace in the 
bedroom. The eggs were still 
there on top - hadn't even 
broken! Will gave them to Mr. 
Levy Powell, who lived in 
Troy."’ 


“I had a plate rack around 
the wall in my dining room, 
and it broke all the plates 
except a cut-glass bowl, which 
was a wedding present; it was 
wedged up against a window 
and unharmed.”’ 


After Mr. Will died, Miss 
Minnie stayed in Victoria for 
about 2 - 3 years, and then 
rented an apartment in town. 
She then moved to Avon Park 
and lived with Mr. Ped and his 
wife about 3 - 4 years. ‘“‘I 
enjoyed it for a while, but I got 
tired of city life. Couldn't even 
sleep at night for the fire 
sirens and ambulances.’’ We 
then agreed on the saying, 
“You can take the girl out of 
the country, but you can’t take 
the country out of the girl!” 
(She also lived in the project 
several years.) 


Miss Minnie liked to sew 
and raise flowers. “I had 
some of the prettiest flowers in 
my yard in Victoria. 1 wish 
you could have seen them!" 
We wish it, too, Miss Minnie! 


As we stated earlier, Miss 
Minnie is a treasure house of 
knowledge.

‘LIVESTOCK WASTE COULD 
BE A SERIOUS PROBLEM 


Livestock farmers with the 
intention of making a living off 
of their livestock production 
usually have to confine their 
cattle to a feedlot. When 
confining cattle in large and 
centralized feedlots, to pro- 
duce more and better beef, 
pork, and milk production, 
also results in greater concen- 
tration of animal waste. 

Runoff often carries animal 
waste into streams and lakes. 
In the water, the waste 
breaks down chemically, a 
process that uses up oxygen 
needed by fish. It also causes 
heavy growth of slimy algae 
and aquatic plants that often 
transform clear ponds and 
lakes into a gummy hole. 

Much of the confinement 
feeding in Coffee County is 
mostly for pork production and 
a few dairy production. These 
housing facilities accumulate 
large piles of waste that has to 
be removed. The most com- 
monly waste removal is by the 
use of a waste disposal system, 
which is called an animal waste 
lagoon or sewage lagoon. 

Sewage lagoons are shallow 
man-made ponds that are 
used to hold the sewage for the 
time required for bacterial de- 
composition, after which the 
clarified water is released from 
the lagoon. 

The lagoon must be capable 
of holding water with a 
minimum of seepage. The 
soil material in the bottom of 
the lagoon and in the enbank- 
ment should be free of stones 
and boulders that interfere 
with compaction. Porous soils

ENCOURAGING

KEEP IT UP! 

Coffee County’s and the 
Wiregrass’s unpaid peanut 
promoter is still at it and 
doing a good job. Recently, I 
got a letter from a man __in 
Victoria, Australia, who said, 
*‘Many people here still have 
the packet of peanuts which 
Fred Donaldson gave them on 
a visit this past year. They 
keep these packages displayed 
in a prominent place in the 
office.” 

Louise King, the chief 
secretary of the Alabama 
Peanut Producers Association 
office in Dothan, supplies the 
peanuts and Fred Donaldson 
of Enterprise is giving some of 
these in key cities and is 
helping to promote the 
delicious and nutritious 
product which we grow on 
29,359 acres in Coffee County. 

Peanuts are an $18 million 
business just for Coffee County 
farmers. I wish we had about 
100 Fred Donaldsons out pro- 
moting and selling them. 


SAFETY 

An Elba friend of mine had 
a close call on a lawn mower. 
This reminds me to remind all 
Coffee County people that get- 
ting careless with a lawn 
mower is almost like playing 
Russian roulette. These ac- 
cidents will keep on happening 
just as long as people are 
careless! 

Be sure to read the 
operator’s manual so that you 
understand the lawn mower 
that you have. By all means, 
don’t even think about mowing 
up and down steep slopes!! 
Mow across these deep 
slopes. I'll bet you there are 
literally hundreds of people in 
the United States who have 
lost~toes by trying to pull a 
lawn- mower backward up a 
slope. The feet suddenly slip 
out from under the operator 
and wham--there go the toes. 

One final word of caution. 
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have severe limitations for 
sewage lagoons because water 
moves through the soil too 
rapidly. 

The soil should also be 
low in organic matter content 
to reduce the potential growth 
of aquatic plants. There 
should be no hazard of 
flooding, and the depth to 
water table should be at least 
40 inches. Slope of the land 
should be no more than about 
7 percent. 

Before 
disposal system, 
site selected should be 
examined in detail and local 
regulations should be obser- 
ved. 

The most important factor 
involved in installing a sewage 
for a confinement livestock 
operation is having a suitable 
site in which to locate the 
lagoon, Far too many times 
when the confinement facilities 
are built first, there is not a 
Suitable site to install a lagoon. 
The odds of your building a 
confinement building first and 
having a suitable site for a 
lagoon is 9 to 1 in favor of your 
not having a lagoon site. 

A confinement hog 
operations for an example is 
an expensive operation; there- 
fore, it is to the hog 
producer's advantage to locate 
a site for his lagoon before 
building the confinement build- 
ings. 

Anyone that plans to have 
an animal waste disposal 
system can get help on the 
best site to locate a lagoon for 
long and satisfactory service by

Just pulling that spark plug off 
is not enough. You have to pull 
it back where it does not come 
in contact with the plug. Be 
sure to caution your children 
about this. 


OPPORTUNITY 

Donald Ball, our pasture 
specialist at Auburn, in 
talking about winter forage 
production said recently: ‘‘I 
don't believe there is any 
single forage production 
practice which could be em- 
ployed in Coffee County and do 
more good to improve forage 
programs than overseeding 
Coastal and Bahiagrass sods 


in the winter. In fact, I 
honestly cannot understand 
why more cattle producers 


don’t overseed their bahiagrass 
and bermudagrass pastures. 
By overseeding, producers 
reduce stored feed require- 
ments while at the same time 
improve the nutrition level 
their cattle receive.” 

Dan Presley, our beef 
cattle specialist, has complete 
information on the technique to 
use in overseeding sods. This 
is usually done in late October 
or early November. If you 
would like to learn how other 
people are succeeding, get in 
touch with Dan Presley. 


PEACHES 

Do you have jeily-like 
material coming out of your 
peaches or large hunks of jelly- 
like material appearing at the 
base of your peach and plum 
trees? Wormy peaches are 
caused by a number of dif- 
ferent insects. When you see 
evidence of worms on the base 
of your peach or plum tree 
(jelly-like masses), you have 
the peach tree borer. 

How do you control the 
peach tree borer? Use Lorsban 
or Thiodan or you may be able 
to get Dursban. On July 1 
spray the entire trunk of the 
peach or plum tree with plenty 
of material. Let some of it run 
and collect around the base of 
the tree. Spray again with the 
same material August 1 and 
September 1. This is a total of 
three sprayings. Do this every 
year and you can contro] the 
peach tree borer. If you don’t 
do it, you will continue to 
have wormy peaches and dying 
peach trees.

Painfully injured, Winnie deter- 
mined to seek damages from the 
management. At a hearing in 
court, the company protested that 
it had not been aware of the miss- 
ing wheel. But evidence showed 
that the management had neglect- 
ed to follow normal maintenance 
procedures. 

Result: the woman collected. 

Generally speaking, stores must 
maintain eabenabie standards of 
safety with regard to equipment 
they furnish to the public. Faulty 
shopping carts have led to suc- 
cessful claims in a variety of ways. 

In another case, a shopper tried 
to yank the front cart out of a 
nested row. But the entire row 
rolled forward and knocked her 
down. It seems that the carts were 
so badly bent~that they had 
hooked together.

The proposed project of 
Southland Broilers, Inc., will 
be a new broiler processing 
plant built in rural Coffee 
County, Alabama (Figure 1). 
An eighty acre tract of land 
has been purchased for 
locating the plant and the 
associated wastewater  treat- 
ment facility. Approximately 
45 acres of this property will 
be altered by construction with 
35 acres remaining in its 
current condition, A thirty foot 
easement has been acquired 
for constructing the outfall 
line to the Pea River. Most of 
the construction will occur on 
aad previously used as pasture 
and. 


This plant will process from 
75,000 to 90,000 broilers per 
day in an 8 to 10 hour shift. 
Final packaging of the birds 
will be __ suitable for 
supermarket display. 


All waste water from th@ 
processing plant will go 
through primary rotary or 
vibrating screens and 
secondary screens to remove 
solids prior to entering the 
waste treatment facility. The 
offal, feathers, blood and 
other materials recovered from 
the screens, drains and 
vacuums will be loaded into 
leak proof containers and 
shipped to an independent 
rendering company by truck. 


Effluent generated by this 
project will be water based. 
The waste treatment process 
for this plant will be an 
anaerobic pond followed by a 
series of three aerobic ponds. 
To further reduce carbonaceous 
BOD, total suspended solids 
and nitrify, a ‘Packed 
Biological Reactor’ and 
“Solids Separator’ will be 
installed after the number 
three aerobic pond prior to 
discharge. 


The processing plant will 
employ 160 people, the 
majority of whom will live 
within a 25 mile radius of the 
plant site. The plant will 
operate five trucks to collect 
broilers from nearby farms. 
Secondary effects will be the 
creation of an accessable 
market in Coffee County for 
broilers raised locally. No 
adverse secondary impacts 
have been identified. 


Consumption of resources 
will be use of 450,000 gallons 
of water per day provided by a 
440 foot well on the property. 
Energy consumption will be 
the petroleum products re- 
quired for operating the trucks 
and electricity for plant 
operation and waste 
treatment, Two thousand five

The review process did not 
indicate significant environ- 
mental impacts would result 
from the proposed action.

1. Brief Description of 
Project: 

Southland Broilers, _Inc., 
plans on building a_ broiler 
processing plant in rural Coffee 
County, Alabama 15 miles 
north of Enterprise (Figure 1). 
The plant will be a concrete 
slab building with epoxy and 
glazed tile interiors constructed 
to meet USDA specifications. 
Ceilings will be pre-stressed 
concrete. All equipment will 
be either aluminum or stainless 
steel. Eighty acres of property 
have been acquired for 
locating the plant and accom- 
panying waste treatment 
ponds. Approximately 45 acres 
of this property will be altered 
by construction of the plant 
and the waste treatment 
ponds.

Site preparation and con- 
struction activities will disrupt 
approximately 35 acres of 
pastureland and 10 acres of 
woodlands.

This potential 
problem will be mitigated by 
approved construction practices 
and revegetation on the sloping 
banks of the treatment lagoons 
and plant site.

County Residents Up In Arms Over Proposed 


Landfill Site On Hwy. 84 


The Coffee County 
Commission met in regular 
session on Monday, May 28, at 
the courthouse-annex in 
Enterprise, and heard a large 
delegation of county residents 
declare they were ‘‘violently 
opposed”’ to a proposed landfill 
site near their homes. é 

The start of Monday's 
meeting was moved upstairs to 
the courtroom to accomodate 
the large crowd, which couldn't 
fit in the usual commission 
chamber. Mr. Ron Kane 
acted as the spokesman for 
the delegation and presented 
the Commission with a petition 
that included the names of 
fifty-nine residents of the area 
behind the Coffee Drive-In. 
The petition stated the signees 
were violently opposed to the 
county using a plot of land 
near their homes for a garbage 
landfill. 

Former commissioner O.V. 
Waters was included in the 
delegation of concerned 
citizens, and he stated, “If the 
landfill is placed on this site it 
will cause a serious water 
run-off problem, as well as a 
breeding ground for rats and 
other pests. If there is a law 
that will protect us, we will 
pursue itl” : 

The Commission explained 
that the controversial site was 


only one of five proposed sites, 
‘and’ Comm. Den “enaith said, 


“This is just one site. We 
have made no plans to use it 
as the landfill. The geologist 
listed the site as marginal, 
which means it is not a good 
site. 1 don’t think you have 


anything to worry about.’’ 

Mr. Ronald Morris, a 
representative of Home Life 
Insurance, spoke to the 
Commission about the new 
rates for group insurance for 
all the county employees. 
Morris reported the insurance 
rates would only increase 3.7% 
over last year’s rate. Morris 
also revealed that last year the 
county paid $52,758.99 in 


premiums, and had claims 
totalling $48,174.18. The 
commission discussed the 


insurance and voted to renew 
the present contract. 

Sheriff Brice Paul met with 
the Commission and reported 
he had asked the governor to 
offer a reward for informa- 
tion leading to the capture of 
the murderer of Christopher 
Columbus Daniels, a county 
resident found murdered last 
week. Paul also reported the 
fire-escape had _—sibeen 
completed, but that it was not 
satisfactory. The sheriff stated 
he would contact the contractor 
and have the work redone.
